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IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend claims as follows. 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a 
disinfectant, characterised in that the method comprises the step of introducing copper 
ions to the wate r, wherein the water is reticulated . 

2. (Original) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a disinfectant as 
claimed in claim 1, characterised in that the copper ions are introduced by the addition of 
copper salt. 

3. (Original) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a disinfectant as 
claimed in claim 1 , characterised in that the copper ions are introduced by electrolysis of 
metallic copper. 

4. (Previously Presented) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a 
disinfectant as claimed in claim 1 , characterised in that the concentration of copper ions in 
the water is in the range of 0.1 mg/L to 2.0 mg/L. 

5. (Original) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a disinfectant as 
claimed in claim 4, characterised in that the concentration of copper ions in the water is in 
the range of 0.2 mg/L to 0.5 mg/L. 

6. (Original) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a disinfectant as 
claimed in claim 5, characterised in that the concentration of copper ions in the water is in 
the range of 0.2 mg/L to 0.3 mg/L. 

7. (Previously Presented) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a 
disinfectant as claimed in claim 1 , characterised in that the copper ions are continually 
introduced into the water so as to maintain a predetemiined copper concentration. 
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8. (Previously Presented) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a 
disinfectant as claimed in claim 1 , characterised in that the copper ions are periodically 
introduced into the water so as to bring the copper ion concentration in the water to a 
predetermined level for a predetermined period of time. 

9. (Previously Presented) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a 
disinfectant as claimed in claim 1 , characterised in that the method comprises the further 
step of introducing silver ions into the water. 

10. (Previously Presented) A method of treating water containing chloramine as a 
disinfectant as claimed in claim 1 , characterised in that the method comprises the further 
step of introducing tin ions into the water. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method of substantially eliminating biofilm formed in 
bodies of reticulated water or vessels or pipes containing bodies of reticulated water, 
characterised in that the method comprises the steps of introducing chlorine, ammonia 
and copper ions into the water. 
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
